BAPTIST MISSIONS. 


Twentieth Anniversary] of the Foreign Mis- 
sionary Union. 


INDIANAPOLIS, IND., May 21.—The twentieth 
anniversary of the Baptist Foreign Missionary 
Union was held to-day under the presidency 
of the Rev. Geo. Dana Boardman, D. D., of 
Philadelphia, president of the year. The re- 
port showed that four missionaries had been 
sent abroad during the year. Seven had re- 
turned to their fields of labor, and twelve 
have either returned or are on their way. In 
Asia and Europe tthere are 1,005 mission 
churches and 1,106 native preachers. The bap- 


tisms reported are 9,143 and church members 
89,272. There are employed in the 
missions in Asia thirtv natives, 
120 married missionaries, six un- 
married men and forty-six unmarried women, 
including the widows of missionaries. Tnere 
ceipts were $313,774.52, of which $24,971.68 was 
for additions to invested funds, leaving $2838, - 
862.84 applicable to current expenses and last 
year’sdebt. The year’s appropriations were 
$300 ,652.92, leaving a deficit of $11,850.08. The 
receipts were from the following sources: 
Donations from churches, ete., $169,635 58 ; 
egectee $28,651 10; Women’s Society, $1,- 
590 69; Women’s Society of the West, $17,567,- 
63: omen’s Society of the Pacific Coast, 
$741 20; miscellaneous, $305 66. After the ad- 
dress ofthe President the presentation of re- 
ports and the appointment of committees and 
on missions on Burman by the Rev. 
Melville Jameson followed. A message 
of greeting was ordered sent to the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church now in 
session at Buffalo, and a brief address was de 
livered by the Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage of 
Brooklyn who was visiting in the city.

THE JUDGES JAILED,

Three Scotland Justices Sent to Jail for 
Three Months. ) “ 
Judge Treat this morntng in the United 
States Circuit Court disposed of the contempt 
matter involving the Justices of Scotland 
county, B. F. Bourne, Ephraim E. Sparkes 
and Riley Gale. These SZentlemen ap- 
peared to theorder of attachment which 
issued for disobeying thie writ 
of the United States Court, which commanded 
them to levy au tax for paywent of bond-judg- 
ments against the county obtained some time 
since in the United States Court. The justices 
werein anawkward predicament, for the Su- 
preme Court of this State had 
decided that the bonds sued 
upon were invalid, and when the justices 
applied to the Court of their district for an 
order authorizing them to levy a tax to satisfy 
the gFederal Court judgmentit was retused. 
Judge Treat said this morning that the ques- 
tions arising inthis conflict of Federal and 
State authority were not new. The _ Su- 
preme Count of the United States 
had passed upon such matters before. 
There was no question that the Scotland 
County Judges had disobeyed the order of the 
United States Court. That authority could 
not be ignored; neither could it be defied. 
Passing, therefore, at once upon the matter of 
contempt, the Court would order the 
three Judges to be committed to 
the City Jail for three months, and 
they would not be released therefrom unless 
they signed and filed a paper expressing a 
willingness to obey the order of the Court. 


A Sister’s Suit. 

Emma E. Hurst has filed suit against her 
brother,James H. Hurst,/proprietor of Hurst’s 
European Hotel. The young lady alleges that 
she was engaged in the capacity of pantry-girI, 
sewing and linen girl and general attendant 


at the hotel, and that her ser- 
vices were worth $1,200 but she never 
received any money in respectof such service. 
For a further cause of action the sister states 
thaton the 9th of July last year her brother 
seized her by the arms, dragged her about the 
room, threw her down on the floor and ine 
flicted several blows on various parts of her 
body. The following morning he broke the 
lock of her room-door, entered the 
apartment, seized and whipped her, threw 
hertrunk and clothing outin the hall, tore 
b er dress and the clothing which she wore at 
the time and nearly choked her, beside cruel- 
ly bruising her in ail parts of her body. Twen- 
1y-four hundred dollars damages are asked 
tor these assaults. 


EAST ST. LOUIS.

The Coroner is having a busy time of it fA 
East St. Louis this week, having held six in- 
quests up to noon to-day. The last subject 
was an unknown man found near Louis Gross’ 
park about 10 o’clock this morning. Mrs. 
Klaus, residing near the park, was roaming 
around her farm this morning when she stum- 
bled over the body. The police were notified 
and Mr. Mertz, the undertaker, 
started out with a wagon 
for the corpse. The man isa total stranger in 
East St. Louis. Coroner Bader will hold an 
inquest this evening. 

Barney Fadden, residing on Division av- 
enue, was the possessor of a large English 
bull dog. This morning the dog showed signs 
of hydrophobia which became more alarming 
asthe day advanced. The dog took posses- 
sion of the house about 10 o’clock and Mr. 
Fadden procured alarge club and attempted 
to eject him. The dog sprang at his throat 
and embedded his teeth on the left side of 
the neck, from which the blood flowed 
freely. Officer Zimmermann was sent for and 
arrived with a shot-gun. The dog bolted at 
him as soon as he approached within short 
range, but was met with a load of shot which 
brought him to the ground. Another load was 
discharged into the vicious brute which ended 
hisagony. Mr. Fadden bled profuselv from 
the neck before medical aid arrived. His in- 
juries are not considered very dangerous.

ROSHELLE. 


Whatthe Missouri Medea Has to 
Say for Herself. 


A Short Chat With a Lovely Woman 
About Voice and Stage. 


““CanIsee Mrs. Sherwood?” queried a 
POST- DISPATCH reporter of the nymph of 
the beil at 1806 Olive street, yesterday after- 
noon. 

**Please walk in.” And the scribe was 
ushered into an apartment where a group of 
young ladies were poiftting out to each other 
mysterious jokes ina couple of books they 
were reading,each bit of humor necessitating a 
general giggle. After watching this proceeding 
up toa point where the reporter began mak- 
ing mental bets with himself as to which 
girl would laugh next, a light step was 
heard upon the stairway, and Mrs. Sherwood 
—or, as she is better known throughout the 
State, Roshelle—entered the chamber. She 
is an impressive -looking woman, whom one 
would instinctiveiy single out of a crowd asa 
remarkable, an interesting person. Her 
beauty is of the brunette-blonde order, her 
hair being dark and massy, while her eyes are 


blue; her complexion is faultless, and 
the chiseling of her features 
admirable. Many people would call Roshelle 
a beautiful Woman, and with the adventitéous 
aid of costume and make-up there is no 
doubt tbat hers must be astrikingly pretty 
face; even as it is she .has very little to de- 
mand of nature in this regard. Roshelle’s 
best feature is her voice: it is wonderfully 
musical and wonderfully well modulated: 
there is a sonorousness and a musie init 
which at ouce arrests the interlocutor and 
makes him wish that she would go on talking 
about anything and everything. Of course 
there is a certain—not affectation exactly and 
not exactly art—sbout this well-managed 
modulation: probably the best name 
for ft would be- a _— consciousness 
of its melody which forces itself 
upon the bearer unwillingly, and makes him 
aware that science as well as nature are con- 
spiring for his entertainment. There is much 
about Roshelle which recalls Mary Ander- 
son, both in her generous curves and in her 
frank, open countenauce and it is quite safe to 
sav that she has richly merited the success 
which has already crowned her. After the 
inevitable meteorological eontidences had 
been exchanged, the wayfarer ventured a 
small complimert on her voice whereupon 
she suid: ‘*You know it was originally my 
intention to go upon the lyric stage, but my 
voice is a contralto and I could find 
nothing which was in character as well as 
in range whatI wanted.” 

“‘iiow did you come to make your debut?” 

‘*It has been my dream ever since child- 
hood. I have thought of it, longed for it, 
prayed forit. In fact I may say that I was 
forced upon the stage by the stress of cir- 
cumstances.”’ 

“Your range seems to be very nearly that 
of Mary Anderson. Are you modeling your- 
self upon her?’ 

“Indeed, no. This question has been often 
asked me before by people, Who, because I 
play *‘*Evadne”® and ‘‘Ingomar’’ and the 
**Hunchback,’’ imagine that I am aping 
Anderson. This is not the case, 
Il have only seen Miss Anderson twice, and I 
think that there will be found very little sim- 
ilaritv in our interpretations. Of course L am 
only a debutante, and I confess that my work 
1s full of crudities, but for all that it is origi- 
nal. I want to be judged entirely on my mer- 
its. 1am no society woman. I have no cliques 
or clubs to push me forward. I am to be 
judged entirely on my acting, and on that 
alone Lam éither to be received or rejected. 
Itisafactthat I have made a success in the 
provincial towns. By the way I notice 
that one of the papers speaks of my carry|ps 
the small towns. I don’t think that such p 
ces as Kansas City, St. Joseph, Atchison, the 
Bluffs and Leavenworth can properly be de- 
signated in that way.”’ 

‘*You open here on the 30th, I believe?” 

“Yes, in Evadne.’’ 

‘“‘What bave you underlined for the week?’’ 

‘¢‘Evadne, Love, the Hunchback, Ingomar 
and the Honeymoon.”’ 

‘*Is ‘Evadne’ vour favorite?” 

“T like it very much, but I want vou to 
say about my ‘Evadne’ that I have only 
played it four or five times, and thaton all 
these plays I have bad only a few months of 
actual work. I don’t say this for an apology, 
or to bespeak more lenient criticism, but 
simply toexplain some of the crudities which 
I know will be foundin them. I don’t claim 
tu be a great actress yet. Iam as much of an 
experiment to myseif as I am to the 
public. 1 am putting myself ontrial,and if the 
verdict is that 1 have not art, have nottalent, 
have not genius even, then the sooner I am 
informed of it the sooner 1 will step down 
and out. I'wantto make my debut, my real 
debut, in St. Louis, which is my own town, 
and by the judgment of this city I am _ pre- 
pared to stand or fall.”’

How Disraeli Became Christianized.

There seems to be some dispute as to the 
wayin which Lord Beaconsfield became a 
Christian. The Jewish World (London)says 
that “he was duly and in accordance with 
Jewish practice initiated into the covenant of 
Abraham.” His father, Isaag Disraeli, had, 
after seceding from the synagogue, lapsed 
“into astate of complete indifferentism.’’ 
Accerding to one story Lord Beaconsfield was 
baptized through the interference of a Mrs. 
Ellis, who took advantage of the father’s ab- 
sence from town to have the ceremony per- 
formed. According to another account hKozers, 
the poet, an intimate friend of Isaac Disraell, 
taking a fancy tothe boy, then only thir- 
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teen years of age, carried him tothe nearest 
church—St. Andrew’s, Holborn, on the 31st 
of Julv, 1817, according to the register—where 
he was baptized by the Rev. J. Thimbieby. 
There is no statement that the 
lad was in the least consulted 
as to his Own wishes, and at the age of 13 he 
could have had no theological convictions. 
But the fact: remains that through life he 
nominally adhered to the church which Mr. 
Rogers or Mrs, Ellis selected for him when 
he was a boy. ‘It is now pretty well under- 
stood that this adhesion was political. Cardi- 
nal Newman is reported to have said that “he 
wonld no more expect Lord Beaconsfield to 
look at a religious question except with the 
eyes Of a politician than he would expecta 
chimpanzee to give birth to a human baby.’’ 
‘*Two peers and a baronet,” says the Catho- 
lic Times, ‘‘stood at his bedside. to which he 
admitted nor priest, nor parson, nor rabbi.” 
Thus is he who dissected everybody himself 
dissected. Every newspaper discusses him 
afterits kind. The medical journals criticise 
his diseases and doctors; the law periodicals 
the amount of legal lore which he acquired 
when articled toa solicitorin Old Jewry. 
Being dead, he vet puzzles his fellow-creat- 
ures. 


ST. PETERSBURG. 


Melancholy Character of Life in the 
Russian Capital. 
Correspondence London Telegraph. 


You may ascribe the sadness, the monot- 
ony and the silence of metropolitan life in 
Russia to the merciless asperity of the clim- 
ate; still, would venture to point out that 
what is known as a “‘cold snap’’ in New York 
City, although it does not last so long as a 
Russian winter, rivals the intensity of that 
winter in its nipping and eager keenness; and 
yet that there are very few open air spec- 
tacles to be seen in this working world busier 
and more joyous than Broadway between A. 
T. Stewart’s dry-goods store and Tiffany’s, 
on Union Square, at about 4 p. m. during a 
very cold Christmas-tide. Also you may urge 
that St. Petersburg must needs be melan- 
choly just now, under the dire bereavement 
Which has fallen on its loval population; 
and that ail the fashionable world being in 
mourning they cannot be expected to go 
shopping in the Nevskol or the Great Mors- 
kata; in short, that, for a season, all cheery 
life and sociality-bas been crushed out ofthe 
great city. Buttothis I would reply that I 
wasin St. Petersburg not only four-and- 
twenty, but five vears ago; that it was the 
winter and in the midst of the fashionable 
season, and that I found it externally a very 
dull and me‘ancholy city. It will not cease 
to remain so, [should say, at all times, so 
long as it remains what it is—his Imperial 
Majesty’s jail. Itis nothing more nor less 
than a huge prison, with about 150,000 jailers 
in civil and military uniform to look after 
about 500,000 prisoners, of whom a tithe per- 
haps may be legally or illegally desirous of 
having a free constitution established, while 
the remaining nine-tenths do not know what 
a free constitution is; are not fit to enjoy its 
privileges; would not know what to do with 
a constitution if they got one, bevond setting 
forth, much more swiftly than their own 
troitkas, tarantasses, or  kibitkas ever 
traveled, post-haste to the devil, mundanely 
speaking. That was a very striking act 
of horsemanship at Astlev’s in the olden 
time; the courier of St. Petersburg riding six 
horses at once; but it is enough to make 
one shudder to think of Ivan Ivanovich’s rid- 
ing, as he can ride at present, even one: 
horse of the constitutional breed. Butisthe 
capital of Russia to remain a jail? If 
you doubtits being one, go there and see 
things for yourself. Try how you like having 
your letters opened in the postoflice, and 
your telegrams subjected to the revision of 
the official censor. See what effect is pro- 
duced on your temper by being continually 
subjected to surveillance and espionage, or 
by being worried in your hotel bed-room by 
the passport clerk attached to the establish- 
ment, Whois continually wanting to know 
how many days longer you intend to stayin 
that agreeable country; Whether you have 
ever been there before, and what reasons 
brought you there the last timeof your com- 
ing; and why the foreign office pass- 
port vou brought with you was issued by 
Lord Derby instead of Lord Granville. I 
tested the stupidity of a gendarme on the 
frontier by showing him a very old passport 
signed by Lord Clarendon four-and-twenty 
vear ago, and he was perfectly satisfied. 
Finally, Ishould be anxious to know how 
you would like to live in a city into which it 
is prohibited to introduce two of the 
most important of the daily newspapers 
published in London; and where your Punch, 
Illustrated London News, and your Graphic 
—when you are permitted to receive those 
journals—are found to have passed through 
the official censor’s dirty paws, and to have 
been mutilated and defaced by him—now by 
the entire excision of a portrait or a cartoon, 
now bythe blocking or stamping out with 
some filthy black compound of some article 
or paragraph which has been found obnox- 
ious in the eyes of censorious ard inquist 
torial authority. Yes, St. Petersburg is his 
imperial majesty’s jail, with a vengeance. 
When Peter the Great created this essentialiy 
altificial city. and which will go by the board 
some day, with its more rotten systems of 
tvranny, stupidity, and corruption, built on 
pi es in the middle of a morass, he did so with 
the avowed intention of having a “*window 
looking into Europe.’’ But his successors, in 
the insanity of their selfish despotism, took 
good care to guard the window with a triple 
row of bars. The innocent pigeons which 
make the streets of St. Petersburg beauteous 
even at the ugiiest of times, have thus much 
in common with Sterne’s starling—that they 
might be continuosly repeating the complaint 
of that memorable feathered biped. ‘**We 
can’t get out!” the Petropolitan pigeons, un- 
feathered us well as feathered, might dole- 
fully cry.

Young girls in Palermo, Sicily, are. kept 
close to their mothers’ sides, and even two 
together may not walk in the streets by them- 
selves. Toour way of thinking, the bonds 
might bea little relaxed with advantage to 
all concerned. It is surely an unnecessary 
amount of surveillance which demands that 
a girl may not stand in a balcony three stories 
above the street without a duenna to watch 
over her, or that she may not be chaperoned 
by a friend, butonly by a responsible relation. 
She is less rigorously held than was the 
French girl of thirty years ago, but she has 
nothing approaching to our Western liberty. 
And in this, too, Palermitan society is like 
English society of two generations back, be- 
fore the new era of independence and 
unrestricted intercourse had set in. The 
men are attentive, but.in what we should call 
an old-fashioned way. It is attention, court- 
esy, care, but not comradeship. Ladies are 
still creatures to be kept somewhere in se- 
clusion, somewhat isolated from general con- 
tact, but to be kept well and to be cared for. 
If vou take a lady home to her hotel or her 
apartments you are expected to go up with 
her tothe door of her room. There is no 
leaving her at the street door and to the 
mercy of the porter, but she must be con- 
signed in safety to the keeping of her own. 
Ladies seldom or never Walk in the street, 
save on the sacred silent days at Easter,when 
no wheeled vehicle is allowed in Palermo. 
Tbe very poorest of the gentry have their 
carriage, Which, indeed, is a necessity in 
this climate; and when they shop the man 
comes to the carriage door with his wares: 
the lady does not descend.

MARSHAL NEY.

A Man Who Can Prove That He Was an 
American. 
Kansas City Letter to Chicago Times. 

For some weeks past I have noticed various 
accounts of the alleged relationship by de- 
scent of the lady of our worthy chief magis- 
trate, Mrs. Garfield, to the world-renowned 
Grand Marshal. Michael Ney, nee Rudolph; 
and thinking it might be interesting to some 
one of your many readers to have some remi- 
niscences of the alleged birthplace and ser 
history of that remarkable personage, I will, 
as briefly as I can, give an outline of the tra- 
dition. : 

As far back as 1838 the writer had often 
heard the story related from the lips of the 
late Dr. Tobias Watkins, a native of Annapo- 
lis, Md., who during the administration of 
Jobn Quincy Adams, was appointed Fourth 
Auditor of the Treasury. he doctor was 
one of the most accomplished belles lettres 
scholars of histime, and resigned his posi- 
tion as surgeon in the Navy to accept the du- 
ties of Auditor. He stated that Michael Ru- 
dolph, together with several brothers, were 
born an raised on Elk River, 
Anne Arundel] county, Maryland. His par- 
entage, I believe, was Swiss, and spoke not 
only English, but a Frenck patois, as did he. 
Michael Rudolph moved from that section of 
the country to the vicinity of Savannah, Ga., 
at an 7 day, and engaged in planting. 
Whether he married prior to leaving Mary- 
land, or after locating in Georgia, I have for- 
gotten. However, he was married at the 
time he was living in Georgia, and by the 
marriage had two bovs. Heleft his planta- 
tion on a business trip to New Orleans, where 
he was detained some little time. Upon his 
return something aroused his jealous doubt 
as tothe fidelity of his wife. He severely 
punished the presumed author of his troubles, 
leaving himina dying condition, gathered 
together what personal effects he could take 
with him, and left. with his two little boys, 
in a French ship then lying inthe harbor of 
Savannah, destined for Bordeaux. Nothing 
more was heard of him definitely, though 
rumors to the effect of his troubles and sub- 
sequent arrival in France had reached his 
friends in Maryland. 

The time of his leaving the United States 
and the time of his turning up in the French 
ariny, were in chronological order. Every 
school boy is familiar with the manner in 
which be rese from the ranks and won the 
high encomium of *‘Le plus brave des braves”’ 
by Napoleon. The change of his name from 
Rudolph to Ney was evidently an effect of 
mortification on his proud nature, for Ney 
would as nearly express ‘‘nothing’’ as he 
could wish. French historians have differed 
materially as to his birthplace and early his- 
tory, some stating that he was the sonof a 
notary in one of the faubourgs of Paris, oth- 
ers that he was the son of an inn-keeper in 
Gascony, etc.; but all anxious to claim him 
asa Frenchman. In 1843 1 frequently met 
witha Dr. Earl, of Philadelphia, who was 
visiting Washington, and in the course 
of our interviews he, in speaking of 
Napoleon and his Marshals, al- 
luded tothe alleged fact that Marshal Ney 
was an American by Dirth, and stated that he 
had been traveling over Europe at his leis- 
ure, making all the inquiries possible to find 
out all he could upon that subject, and the 
more he pursued his inquiries the more he 
became convinced of the alleged fact. I re- 
marked that I had heardthe matter very 
earnestly asserted by my friend Watkins, 
and would be much pleased to bring them to- 
gether, so as to enable them to campare 
notes. I did so, and the result was that their 
belief as to Marshal Ney and Michael Ru- 
dolph being one andthe same person was 
tirmlv established in their minds, and cor- 
roboratiye of this theory were two or three 
prominent facts, viz: 

Whenthe French fleet under Admiral 
D’Estaing was blockaded in Annapolis Bay 
by an English fleet, many of the officers who 
were acquainted with Marshal Ney would 
daily visit the city, and when, upon one oc- 
casion, one of Michael Rudoiph’s brothers 
visited the city on business and was met in 
the street by the Frenchman, they halted and 
at once exclaimed: ‘‘Mon Dieu! it is the 
Grand Marshal;|jLeon Ronge has escaped’’— 
so great was the likeness. Dr. Earl had pur- 
sued his researches to Georgia,and there was 
earnestly told by a worthy gentleman that 
one of the French emigres who had _ settled 
in Savannah told bim very excitedly, some 
years before, that upon, the arrival of 
a French packet, among the pas- 
sengers who landed under an assumed name, 
were Victor Ney and brother, sons of the 
marshal. They traveled incognito, and had 
been for a few days making inquiry for Mrs. 
Michael Rudolph and ber plantation. While 
pores their investigations they were met 
»v the Frenchman spoken of above, who at 
once recognized them, and cordially saluted 
them with the exclamation: ‘Why, Monsieur 
Victor Ney, why, when did you arrive?’ Ney 
drew himself up, and in reply, in French, re- 
marked: ‘You are mistaken in the person.” 
They left Savannah immediately, and as mys- 
teriously as thy arrived. 


And again, at thetrial of Marshal Ney, 
after the overthrow of Napoleon at Watér- 
loo, for breaking his parole, his advocate (to 
whom, knowing his fate was sealed, he doubt- 
less told under the seal of secrecy his early 
history), in his earnest endeavor to save his 
distinguished client’s life, after being satis- 
fied that his conviction was a foregone con- 
clusion, exclaimed: “If there is no other 

lea that will save my client’s life I claim his 
ife notas a Frenchman, but as’’—Ney at 
once vehemently stopped him, exclaiming, 
**Hold! tet me die a Frenchman.”? 

Who knows how far the stolid indifference 
todeatb, manifested by him upon every 
bloody field—in covering the retreat from 
Moscow, with the old guard at Waterloo: 
ave! even forthe sublime indifference with 
which he met his fate at last—may not have 
sprung from a morbid feeling created by the 
real or imaginary wrong committed by one 
be dearly loved; for he seemed to court ob- 
livion by death. 

Those who desire to gratify their curiosity 
further upen this (to me) interesting subject 
can doubtless collect many little corrobora- 
tive incidents from the family of the late es- 
timable old clerk of the court of Annapolis, 
Nicholas Brewer, who, though dead for pos- 
sibly a quarter of a century, was prior to his 
death continuously clerk for over sixty years. 
He was an earnest and enthusiastic believer 
in the fact of Rudolph and Ney being one and 
the same person, and, I have understood, 
had collected a mass of testimony in support 
of the theory. My impression is that Mr. 
Brewer’s son succeeded him as clerk, and 
may possibly still oecupy the position and 
have memoranda made by his father during 
his lifetime. 


A Strange Story From St. Petersburg.

A rumor is universally current in St. 
Petersburg that the Revolutionists lately 
even appointed one of their number to wait 
on the Emperor Alexander und explsinjto 
bimin bluff and unambiguous words what 
they really wanted. One day, so runs the 
story, a young man presented himself to the 
City Captain Baranon, and requested him to 

rocure bim an audience of the Emperor, as 

e had a most important communication to 
make to His Majesty. Deaf to all questions, 
he would speak his message to the Czar alone, 
and on His Majesty expressing his readiness 
to receive the mysterious stranger, the latter 
after being carefully examined, was led into 
the presence of his sovereign. Commanded

LUNGS FULL OF FILINGS. 


Singular Cause ét the Death of a Suffer. 
ing Machinist. 
From the New York Suan. 

A post-mortem examination of the body of 
Joseph Bausel, who died recently in this yjj- 
lage, developed a phenomenon which sur- 
prised the doctors, and has been the theme 
of considerable medical speculation. Bause|, 
who was forty-eight years old, was a native 
of Wales, and in boyhood was apprenticed to 
the trade of machinist and loom-fixer, which 
he followed in various factories in Wales 
and England before he came to this country 
thirteen years ago to ret up the machinery in 
the Oswego Falls factories. opposite this 
place on the Oswego River. The machinery 
was of English invention, and required an 
expert to adjustit. Bause} was an excellent 
workm1n, and was given constant employ- 
ment here at his trade, whieh involves the 
adjusting of machinery by filing the joints to 
make them fit smoothly. He had anex- 
traordinary amount of this work to do,for 


| the reason that the managers of the Oswego 


Falls factories have constantly been putting 
in new machinery and extending their mills. 

Bausel waea manof strong constitution, 
but was addicted to enervating excesses, 
and for the past ten years his health has been 
seriously mapaired. He had been treated by 
all the doctors here and others from Syra- 
cuse, and had dosed himself with everything 
he could hear of, so that his house resem- 
bled an apothecary’s shop. Most of the phy- 
sicians thought he had cancer of the stom- 
ach. The symptoms were lancinating pains, 
followed by the vomiting of a coffee-colored 
substance. The paroxysms occurred at in- 
tervals of two or three weeks, often attacking 
him 1n the street or at his work. Sometimes 
the pains appeared in his knees, disabling his 
‘egs so that he fell. 

One day, nine years ago, a physician ad- 
ministered « hypedermie injection of mor- 
phine to relieve the pain, and kept up the in- 
jections fora year. Then Mrs.Emma Frank- 
lim, who had become Bausel’s nurse, con- 
cluded that the expensive daily visits of the 
doctor could be dispensed with. -So she 
bought a syringe and seme morphine and set 
up in the business herself. About this time 
Bausel quarreled with his wife,. and she 
went home to England. He became a 
boarder at Mrs. Franklin’s, and she contin- 
ued the morphine injections daily for eight 
years, to relieve Bausel’s pain when he was 
in pain, and when he was not, for fear he 
would be. During the last year the dose had 
increased to 10 or 15 grains of morphine a day, 
and Bausel’s legs were black with the scarsof 
the syringe. 

His last illness beganin March last with « 
severe cold, upon recovering from which he 
pon ey for the first time great difti- 
culty in breathing. This was thought to be 
asthmatic. The attacks were periodic, spas- 
modic and excruciatingly painful. He could 
could not lie down or sleep, though constant- 
ly dosed with morphine. A new doctor sus- 
pected heart disease. 

At l2o0’clock the night before Bause! died 
the doctor was called. The man’s eyes and 
jaws were set, his extremities were cold, and 
the radial pulse Was gone. An hour or| so 
later he regained conscousness, sat up in his 
bed and asked what had happened. When 


told he said ‘*I guess lam gone this time.’’- 


He directed that the attending physician, in 
order that it might be settled what had been 
the matter with him so long, should make 
post mortem examination,to which anybody 
might be invited except the doctor who had 
first given him morphine. Then he became 
insensible, and next morning he died. 

At the post-mortem examination, which 
was made by Dr. C. S. Marsh of Oswego, as- 
sisted by Dr. W. A. Hall of Fulton, it was ob- 
served that. the upper surface of the lungs had 
astrangely mottled appearance. On closer 
examination it was found that it was covered 
witb iron or steel filings, embedded in the tis- 
sue. Onthe under side of the lungs there 
was notrace of filings. A quantity of dark- 
colored blood was found in the stomach,. the 
mucous membrane of which was engorged, 
and the heart was greatly enlarged with ossi- 
fications, as Jarge as the end of the thumb, on 
the mitrz valve. 

When the metal filings on the lungs were 
discovered one of the physicians remarked 
that they showed clearly what the man’s oc- 
cupation bad been. The doctors say that 
other persons similarly engaged are likely to 
become similarly affected by inhaling steel 
and iron filings, and that the deposit on the 
lungs might and probably would be fatal, es- 
pecially if the pulmonary organs were not 
strong, or the man exceptionally robust. Par- 
alysis and enlargement of the heart complica- 
ted the case of Bausel, and resulted in his 
death. [he examination was not carried far 
enough to determine the amount of the metal 
filings imbedded in his lungs.

Mr. Bret Harte has supplie-l 
us with the immortal economical reflection< 
of Bill Nye, and has formulated the doubt 
Which we all feelin presence of the Monzo- 
lian race, the doubt whether Aryan man is 
not played out, has not had his innings, and 
isontbe pointof following the Toltecs into 
the grave of vanisied peoples. But these are 
only the first names that oceur. Our fiction 
owes its most refined and elaborate paye- to 
Mr. James and Mr. Howells, our anthro- 
pology is under a heavy debt to Mr. Bancroft 
and Mr. Morgan, our criticism is sharpened 
by contact with that of haifa dozen brilliant 
writers, and perhaps it is only in poetry that 
we will venture tothink, if we may use an 
appropriate expression, “‘we have the inner 
tracke:” The American Caucasians are cer- 
tainly not plaved out,and we may perhaps 
expect from them the poet who is to succeeil 
our foremost living masters.

Murderer Kring’s Exclamation as He 
Heard the Verdict. 


_ 


The Sixth Trial of the Murderer of 
Dora Broemser Results ina 
-Verdict of Guilty. 


The Jury Sign a Recommendation for 
Executive Clemency. 


At 10:45 o’clock this morning Charles F. 
Kring, the murderer of Dora Broemser, was 
convicted for the second time of murder in the 
first degree, for which the law recognizes no 
other punishment but death. The trial was 
begun on the 10th instant, and the taking of 
testimony last Monday morning.From 8:30 a.m. 
yesterday until 6 p. m. the attorneys occupied 
the time arguing the merits and phases of the 
case. At that hour the case was given to the 
jury when Clerk Lambert gave the foreman 
those blank verdicts reading ‘‘Not Guilty,’’ 
‘*Guilty’’ and ‘‘Not Guilty on the grounds of 
Insanity,’’ which gave the judge the right to 
consider the sanity of the defendant and deal 
with him accordingly. After the jury returned 
a ballot was taken whenit was ound that ten 
of ,the jurors were in favor of conviction 
for murder inthe first degree. The exact 
status of the othertwo jurors is not known; 
though notin favor of a conviction in the first 
degree, they were not in favor of acquittal. 
When the secona ballot wastaken one of the 
jurymen who did not vote for conviction 
changed his vote, making it eleven for convic- 
tion and one against. The ju- 
ry returned to their beds about 
9 o’clock after carefull discussing the 
case, and this morning the final [ballot tinding 
him guilty of murder in the first degree was 
found. The foreman requested the Deputy 
Sheriff in charge to procure some legal cap 
paper. The purpose of this was guessed by 
those about the court. It meant an appeal for 
executive leniency. When the blank and fillea 
verdicts were handed to the clerk Mr. Hagan 
stepped overto Mr. Sewarc and handed him 
the following paper: 

To His Excellency, T. T. Crittenden, Govern- 
or of the State of Missouri: 

We, the jury in the case of the State of Mis- 
souri vs. Chas. F. Kring, most respectfully pe- 
tition you to commute the sentence of death 
to that ot imprisonment.

St. Louis, May 21, 1881. 

Before the verdict was read Judge Burck- 
hardt said: 

‘*Before the verdict is read we must have 
pertect quietin the courtroom. Ali the court 
proceedings must be quiet and orderly and any 
uttempt at a demonstration will be punished, 
Mr. Sheriff, you will pay particular attention 
and see that no one makes any demonstration 
whatever. Read the verdict.’’ Mr. Andrew 
J.Clabby, Clerk of the Criminal Court, here 
tookup the papers which had been handed 
hm by the foreman of the _ jury, 
the first of which was a verdict reading as fol- 
lows: We, the jury in the above entitled 
cause, find the defendant not guilty onthe 
groundof insanity.’’ Just as he concluded 
reading this Mr. Clabbey turned to the Judge 
andsaid: ‘‘The verdictis not signed by the 
foreman.’’ Mr. Fox then arose and said that 
the paper read was not the verdict,that he 
thought it proper to forward all papers to the 
Judge. The correct verdict was then taken 
from the bundle of papers and read, finding 
Charles F. Kring guilty of murder in the 
tirst degree. Dr. Bauduy and a PosT-DIs- 
PATCH reporter sat a few feet in front of Kring, 
who was attended by his counsel. When the 
jury entered he turned and calmly looked 
towardsthem as they took their seats. He 
heard the verdict read without the slightest 
ea motion of any kind whatever. His 
1ands were in his pockets and his elbows 
leaned back easily on the arms of the prison- 
er’s chair. . 

Not the least evidence of emotion was evi- 
dent on the convicted murderer’s face. His 
cold, gray eyes retained their accustomed.dull 
look, while his face that has become sallow 
from continement was not touched with a flush 
orfaint. His gaze was changed slowly from 
place to place without any quick, interested or 
troubled manner. There wasnota sign of 
fear or even interest that was 
so noticeable when kKotovsky, Baber, 
Banks and a dozen other murderers 
who had less cause to hope and who heard 
their conviction announced there. Kring was 
dressed in the clothes he has worn since the 
beginning of the trial, viz: a long, black 
broadcloth coat und vest, and pants of the 
same material. With his head slightly thrown 
back he looked as it he heard or saw nothing, 
but was in a reverie. ‘‘Is this your ver- 
dict?’’ asked Judge Burckhardt of the jurors. 
‘*‘Itis,’’ they answeredin one voice. ‘‘You 
are now discharged.’’ said the Judge, and 
then a hum of conversation arose _ in 
the audience and among the members of the 
bar. Thejury was not polled us is the usual 
practice in the Criminal Court, but Judge 
Burckhardt said itwas not necessary unless 
the defense asked forit. Mr. Seward was the 
only one of the defendant’s counsel on hand 
atthe reading of the verdict. A Post-Dts- 
PATCH reporter approached Kring, who sat 
between his counsel and Deputy Sheriffs Kirby 
and Herbert, who thought it best to be in ciose 
proximity to the defendant in case of any 
excitement, but the precaution was entirely 
unnecessary, forno man ever heard his con- 
viction more disintere: e 1 y than Kring did the 
verdict of the jury this morning. 

‘*‘Well, what do you think of the verdict?’’ 
asked the reporter. 

‘‘Oh, well,’’ replied Kring, as an absent 
smile broke over his face, ‘‘I will be afree man 
ret.’’ 

“a. ‘You are still hopeful, then?’’ 

‘*Oh, yes; that verdict will not stand.’’ 

‘‘Do you know enough of law to discover 
errors already ?’’ 

‘‘Thatis all nonsense. I never studied any 
law, but I know that that verdict will not 
stand.’’ 

‘*‘You are not afraid of death, then?’’ 

‘‘No; lam afraid of nothing.’’ 

‘*Did you expect ua verdict of this kind?’’ 

‘‘lexpected nothing. I did not look into 
their minds, and didn’t expect anything-’’ 

‘‘You are so hopeful that you seemingly 
should expect something.’’ 

‘‘No; Idid not expect anything about tne 
verdict.’’ 

Turning to Mr. Seward, Kring asked, ‘‘Have 
you a cigar, Mr. Seward?’ Whenit was hand- 
ed to him he lit it with a calm, thoughtful air 
thata man might assume before answering 
some simple question. The Deputy Sheriff then 
led Kring back to jail. Mr. Seward took the 

tition to the Governor and read it over. 

Vhen he finished kring asked for tbe paper, 
which was given him. He heldit by the cor- 
ners, diagonally opposite, but not a sign of 
tremor and excitement was visible; and after 
carefully reading the request he glanced down 
the list of numes, and folding the document 
banded it back to his attorney without any 
remark. Mr. Seward said they would move 
for a new trial in the early part of next week, 
as Judge Burkhardt was anxious to go home. 

‘*Are there good grounds for a motion fora 
new trial?’’ 

‘‘Yes; we thinkthat there is and will move 
next week.’’ 

Judge Burckhardt was seen after he left 
the bench and his opinion of the trial asked: 
‘‘I think,’’ said the Judge, ‘‘that everything 
has gone on all right in the trial, thongh Il 
can’ttell untill hear the motion for anew 
trial next week. As every other Judge does, I 
often reverse my own decisions on any point. 
I don’t know of any now, though itisn't right 
for me to express myself on 
this subject, yet I can't Suy 
what they will point out to me when the argu- 
rents are made.’’ “ 

Circuit Attorney Harris and Mr. Charles Joy, 
who soably assisted him in the trial were well- 
pleased with the result of the trial, ‘‘The man 
isnotinsane, and I think,’’ said Mr. Joy, 
‘*that the verdict is according to the evidence 
and a just verdict.’’

The wayin which he con- 
ducted this case elicited unqualified pratse 
from the members of the bar who heard 
it, while his closing speech was logical and 
forcible and undoubtedly the best he has 
made during his term of oftice. The unex- 
pected way in which he sprung the defend- 
ant’s father ata critical point was a shrewd 
and decisive piece of work. 

If the motion for a new trial is overruled 
next week sentence will be passed at once. 


BUYING A BARGE LINE, 


Rumored Consolidation of the Gould Line 
and the Mound City Co. 


Arumor was cireulated on ’Change fto-day 
that the long talked of consolidation between 
the St. Louis and New Orleans 
Transportation Company and the Mound City 


Transportation Company had bcen_ effected. 
The matter has been talked about for some 
time and the news this morn- 
ing created quite a breeze as it 
spread around among the merchants. The 
two lines have been negotiating for some time, 
but have been unable tocome to terms. On 
the Ist of March the St. Louis 
and New Orleans Line, which is also known as 
the Louery Line, and the Gould Line was se- 
riously cramped for transportation, and it is 
stated on good authority that Mr.Louery made 
strenuous efforts to absorb the Mound 
City or the Lucas Line, as it 
isalsocalled. Sixty thousand dollars was 
the price offered, but the Mound City people 
refuse to come in and stood out for $75,000. Ne- 
gotiations fell through just then, and soon 
after the Gould Line got its barges up trom the 
. South andthe sale was not talked off. The 
Mound City Line has but one boat, the Iron 
Monntain with a fleet of barges. 
The object has been to get it out of the way, 
and thus do uway with the competition. The 
little line was organized about a year ago and 
the first cargoes it took out netted to it $70,000, 
more than enough to pay for the whole out- 
fit. It has since been rezarded 
as somewhat unreasonable in its charges, and 
business has fallen off considerably. The 
rumor of consolidation this morning was very 
rife, butit proved to have little foundation. 
Henry Louery, President of the St. 
Louis and New Orleans Transpor 
tation Company, Web. M. Samuel and other 
persons well-posted were consulted and they 
ujl declared that there was no toundation for 
the story. Mr. Louery said that his company 
had no desire to consolidate at present and he 
did not think they would do so inthe future. 

By other parties itis asserted that negotia- 
tions are still going on, but that no terms have 
been arrived at just at present.

PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS. 


Nearly $200,000 Invested in New Buildings 
During the Week. 

From Friday, May 13, up to noon to-day the

Mr. Powers’ Views About the Assessed Valu- 
ation For the Present Year. 

Assessor Powers presented his report to 
the Mayor this morning, setting 
forth the assessed valuation of proverty 
taxable for the year 1881. The figures are as 
follows: Within the old limits, real estate, 
$126,190,370; personal property, $25 , 959 ,410 ; 
total, $152,149,780. In the new limits, real es- 
tate, $13 ,678 ,730 ; personal property, 
$1,508,090; total, $15,186,820. The totals 
in the old and new limits are: 
‘eal estate 139,869,100; personal property, 
$27,467,500. ine grand total of assessed valu- 
ation for the present year is therefore $167,- 
326,600. Real estate amounting to $13,080, 
which escaped tg previous years, has 

¢n counted in this list. 

- reporter called upon the Assessor and 
found him busy over the figures. He said that 
he thought that the showing was a good one, 
all things considered. Last year s grand total 
‘was only $160 634,540. Mr. 
said that there were’ several valid 
reasons wh the assessed valu- 
ation had fallen off, and that they could 
be easily given. ‘‘In the first place,’’ said he, 
‘‘a large number of banks which were doing 
businegs in 1877 have since gone out of exist- 
ence and have decreased the assessment very 
much.’’ A reference to the books showed that 
nineteen banks in existence when the assess- 
ment was made on the Ist of August, 1877, had 
since gone outof existence, and that these 
banks were assessed in the year mentioned at 
$3 ,864,700."’ 

‘‘Are there any other causes?’ the Assessor 
was asked. = 

‘‘Plenty of them. Bya law passed in 187i 
manufacturers were put on the same basis as 
merchants, and they report to 
the Collector instead of being assessed 
through this office. The Assessor previously 
put a valuation upon all the machinery, tools, 
and other appliances of manufactories, the 
horses, wagons, etc., as wellas upon the raw 
material and finished product. The Collector 
does this now, which fact causes a decrease in 
our figures of at least $5,000,000 per annum.’’ 

Mr. Powers turther claimed that the depre- 
ciation of real estate Ought to be allowed for 
in looking at the figures, and that large num- 
pers of deeds of trust and mortgages were 
closed in during the hard times of ’77, and the 
notes, which were taxable property, have 
gone out of existence.

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AN ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Proposition to Place Ore on the 
Terrace of the Water 
Tower. 


North St. Louis to Be Lighted With a 
Powerful Lamp. 


The question ofthe practicability of light- 

sng large districts and cities with electricity 
yas excited wide spread interest. In several 
cities eXperiments with a view of illuminating 
with the electric lamps have been successfully 
made. Anextensive experiment or exhibi- 
tion of this kind will be given at the 
Water Tower, situated on Grand avenue and 
Fourteenth street, by the enterprising man- 
avers of the Benton-Bellefontaine Street 
railroa. Company within the next two 
weeks. Application was made to obtain the 
nse of the Water Tower for: the purpose of 
cisplaying a powerful electric light from the 
top. On recommendation of Col. Flad, Pres- 
ident of the Board of Public Improvements, 
and Water Commissioner Whitman, Mayor 
“wing ectended the privilege to the Beuton- 
Belletontaine Street Railroad Company. 
The managers of this line have 
elosed contracts with the Brush Electric 
Livht Compavny to furnish a powerful four- 
»oint electric light with all the required p- 
paratus and machinery. The lamps will be 
»iaced on the terrace of the Water lower and 
will be connected with the stables of the 
Renton-Bellefontaine Company by Wire 
running irom the Tower to tne stables, a ilis- 
‘ance of two blocks, along which the current 
willflow. At this latter place the michin- 
ery and generator will be locatea. 

The company now has a fine fifty-horse- 
power engine used for cutting food, hoisting 
snd various other purposes. ‘This ts not run 
after 7 p.m.,and can be used to generate 
electricity for the lamp. The Water Tower ts 
the highest pure Corinthian column in the 
world, measuring 225 feet from the founda- 
tion tu the terrace. The ground on which it 
is located is 110 feet above the high water 
mark on the levee, Which will 
place the  Iamp more than — sD 
feet above the larger portion of North St. 
Louis. It will be visible from St. Charles, 
Edwardsville, [ll., Alton, Belleville and at 
surrounding towns within a radius of filty 
wiles. The Electric Light Company wita 
which the contracts have been closed propose 
that the light shall, when burning at 
full, enable one to see the second hand 
on a Watch dial at a distance of one mile 
from the tower. The Fair Grounds, sit- 
uated half a mile distant, will 
pe thoroughly illuminated. The managers 
would hope to throw a few rays to Chicago 
ifit were not that the sinful city by the lake 
is alittle below the tangent line on account of 
the spherical shape of the earth. Hyde Park 
and the tracks of the Wabash, St. Louis and 
Pacific railroad will be lighted up from North 
Market street to Calvary Cemetery bridge. It 
is a common impression with people who are 
just wise enough to get all tangled up and 
wixed up beyond salvation on the subject 
of the electric light that a large percentage of 
the power is Wasted by going skywards; this 
is not the fact with the late improved lamps. 
Ifthe carbon points ran horizontally and 
were but the broken parts of a horizontal 
-traight line, then the light would be dis- 
tributed skyward and downin equal parts, 
but of late the points are placed parallel so 
that only ten per cent of the rays goes up 
while ninety per cent are sent to the ground. 

‘Yhe cost of tbe lampand machinery will be 
about $5,000, and will be shipped to the com- 
pany over the Wabash road in aboutten days, 
~o that in two weeks the light will probably 
be in ruuning order. When once prepared 
the expense of running it will be but 310 a 
night. ‘This expensive experiment, which 
will be continued for some time, is charac- 
teristic of the enterprise of this popular road 
und its managers. 


Municipal Assembly. 

The Council met last night. A communi- 
cation from the Mayor announced the ap- 
pointment of Theophile Papin and John 
schnell as members of the House of Refuge 
Board. The bond on the slop contract was 
upproved and the contract for the city print- 
ing awarded by the City Register to 
the Post-DISPATCH Was referred 
to the Ways and Means Committee. 
A list of the officials and employes who draw 
~alaries from the city treasury was submitted, 
and 200 copies were ordered printed. Mr. 
De Jlenil offered a resolution providing that 
the St. Louis Gas Light Company be com- 
pelled to repair Fifth street, between the 
east curb and the railway tracks throughout 
the entire distance that the street is being ex- 
cavated by gas pipes. Mr. Rowee moved that 
the resolution be made to cover all other 
streets, and it was passed in this form. 

HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 

Mr. Marriott introduced » Dill, providing 
that the railroad companies having aright of 
Wav through Forest. Park be compelled to 
fulfils the agreements with tbe city to build a 
tunnel 100 feet in lengthalong Barnes avenue, 
to contribute ¥,000 to build a depot, and to 
constrtct side tracks atthe depot. Mr. Slevin 
introduced a resolution similar to that in the 
Council relative to the repairof streets by the 
‘St. Louis Gaslight Company. Mr. Zelle 
introduced a resolution providing that the 
Board of Public Improvemeuts report how the 
South St. Louis Railroad can be operated 
Without laving a double track on Decatur 
street, and that pending the answer the com- 
pany be prohibited from laying tracks on that 
street. The resolution was referred to the 
uilroad Committee. The House adjourned 
to Tuesday night.

Further Preparativus for the June Cel- 
ebrations—The Parades, Exiibitivus, 
Ktc. 

The yarious committees appointed to make 


arrangements for the .approaching Turn- 
fest are working with might and main. 
The festival, which begins on the 
4th of June, sees likely to 
eclipse any celebration of the kind ever given 
in the city. The gentlemen in charge are do- 
ing everything to make the «affaira vrand 
success.

BAXTER SPRINQS, KAN., May 21.—Last Janu- 


ary an attempt was made to burn the $40, 090 


public schoo] building at Baxter Springs. The 
stairway from top to bottom was saturated with 
coal oiland the train fired. Abundant draft 
was provided, but this latter precaution prob- 
ably defeated the plan of the incendiary. The 
flame formed bythe draft:burned so fiercely 
that the oil was consumed _ before 


the woodwork became fairly ignited. The 
building was saved. The people of Baxter 
Springs have been using every endeavor to lo- 
cute the criminal. There had been a g90d deal 
of trouble over the color question. | By the law 
of Kansas negro children were entitled to sit 
in the same rooms with white pupils. There 
was a great deal of feeling in Baxter Springs 
over the matter. Some of the negroes insisted 
that though the law was enforced yet their 
children were discriminated against. 
Some white people, on the other 
hand, objected to the preseace 
of negro childreninthe fine building. After 
the incendiary attempt suspicion fell on a ne- 
ero and a whiteman. Detective Bennett, of 
St. Louis, bas been engaged in working up 
the case and the present week the negro has 
been ontrial. Bennett succeeded in getting 
evidence which satisfied him of the guilt of the 
negro. The latter’s wife was a p il in the 
school and he had been very itter in 
protesting that she was not treated 
pioperly. He hgd threatened to burn 
the sehoo] house for Pevenge. 

Atthbe conclusion of the trial in which the 
color line was broadly marked, the jury stvod 
seven for conviction, but the five friends of the 
negro won them over and the defendant was 
acquitted. The white man is yet to be tried.

FEMALE BAROMETERS. 


A New Use for Sweet Girls Too Young to 
Marry. 
rom the New York Times. 

A creat discovery in the tield of weather 
propbesy bas recently been made by Professor 
Maczregor, of the Royal Society. The pub- 
lished record of his experiments is extremely 
interesting, and they certainly give us good 
reason to helieve that a satisfactory substi- 
tute for the barometer has at last been found. 

Professor Macgregor tells us that his atten- 
tion Was attracted to the use of girls for sci- 
entific purposes by overhearing a young lady 
remark that her “bang world not keep 
crimped in damp weather.’’?’ Upon this hint 
he iumediately began a series of experi- 
ments, stretching over a period of eleven 
months and involving the use of 307 girls. 
He began by taking a red-baired girl with a 
luxuriant bang, which he ciused to be 
crimped With great cure on an evening — 
the atmosphere was particularly dry. e 
next morning the bang presented a beauti- 
fully **frizved” appearance, but as toward 
the afternoon the air grew perceptibly foggy, 
the professor expected thatthe bang would 
lose its crimpidity—to use a scientifle term. 
Itdid nothing of the kind and so far as he 
could see the state of the atmosphere had no 
effect upon it. 

Instead of being discouraged by this fail- 

ure, Professor Macgregor persevered. It oc- 
curredto him that the color ofthe bair 
might be an important factor, and that 
red hair might retain its crimpidity in cir- 
cumstances where other hair would lose that 
qualitv. He therefore ordered from a charity 
school three dozen orphaned girls from 12 to 
16 years of age, and of assorted colors in 
point of hair. Twelve of these were black- 
baired, twelve Were brown-haired and twelve 
were red-haired. All of these girls wore 
bangs, and were inevery way well adapted 
for scientific investigations. By a 
ong series of careful experi- 
ments he proved that on 
the approach of wet weather the bangs of 
the brown-haired girls, without exception, 
become limp amd straight, that a like effect 
was produced upon the bangs of ten of the 
twelve black-haired girls, while the red- 
haired girls were nota particle influenced 
either by the humidity or the dryness of the 
atmosphere. Further experience upon 
ladies of everyage from 16 to 45 gave like 
results, and the conclusion that the bang of 
a brown-baired gjrl as an infallible indicator 
of the approach of the wet or dry weather 
may be unhesitatingly accepted. The 
Professor also. 6 discovered | that red- 
haired girls show a peculiar suscepti- 
bility to electricity. Whena thunderstorm 
is. brewing their bangs become stiff and 
bristling, and in three instances, when the 
Vrofessor tried to smnooth down a bristling 
bang, he received a violent shock in the«re- 
vion of the ear. Heis notus vet prepared to 
say thatthe presenceof an unusual amount 
of electricity in the air can always be detec- 
ted by the use of red-haired girls, but he is 
strongly inclined to think that further inves- 
tigation will prove that such is toe fact. 

In view of this important discovery,’ Pro- 
fessor Macgregor recommends that brown- 
haired girls shall be substituted on board all 
vessels, Whetber naval or mercantile, for the 
present untrustworthy barometer. He points 
out that, in the mercantile service, where a 
stewardess is at present carried, she should 
be required to be a brown-haired woman, 
with a bang, and that any neglect on her part 
tocrimp her bang every night while at sea 
should be punished as a misdemeanor. — In 
the navy y peculiarly sensitive brown-hbaired 
cirls should be employed, and the Pro- 
fessor suggests that they should be kept in 
viass cases open, of course, at the top, so 
that they would run no risk of being injur- 
ed. The first cost of a girlis,of course, 
rather more thanthat of a barometer, and 
it is expensive to keep ber in order, but this 
is no consequence compared with her value 
as a weather indicator. Wecan now under- 
Stand Why nature created girls with bangs, 
and itisto be hoped that there will be an 
end of the foolish opposition which so many 
thoughtless men have made to the. present 
‘tyJe of banged bair.

BOSTON GOSSIP. 


The Greek Play at Harvard— College 
Boys at Home—The Tourjeeans, 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, May 17, 1881.—There is an enter- 
tainment of anovel and interesting nature 
going on over xt Harvard to-night, being no 
less than the performance of the ancient 
Greek tragedy ‘*(Edipus,” given in the or- 
iginal by students of the University under 
the general direction of Mr. George Riddle, 
an actor of well-known merit and Professor 
of Elocution at Harvard. The music is the 
work of Paine, the famous composer, and is 
remarkably fine. A full rehearsal of the tra- 
gedy was given last Friday evening, which 
was itselfatinished performance, so come 
plete were all concerned in their parts. The 
plav is given in Sanders? Theater, which is 
one of the many halls of the University Build- 
ings—an elegant little theater which is 
not very little either; with a spacious 
stage, on which was edisposed the 
simple scenery required for the play, and 
which amply accommodated the large orches- 
tra, the large accessory chorus and the dra- 
matic chorus, Which latter chorus takes up 


the action of the drama whenthe actors are 
all off the stage, singing strophes and ante- 
strophes, ‘The principal parts are tinely 
taken, Mr Riddle acting the King and stu- 
dents filling the other parts to perfection,that 
of the — being particularly difficult and 
particularly successful. 

It is certainly rather aremarkable perform- 
ance, being in every respect as exact a repro- 
duction of those of Ancient Greece 
as it is possible to get up. The cos- 
tumes were verv rich and ‘in perfect imita- 
tion of the older dress, andthe student ac- 
tors managed their sandels and 
togas with more vrace and case 
than would have been supposed 
possible, considering the very limited amount 
of experience Which @hey can have had in 
getting used to these difticult garments. The 
effect of the dramatic chorus was very mark- 
ed, it being so utterly different from anything 
which we ever see on the modern stave, and 
reminding those who were fortunate enough 
to be at Oberammergau last summer of the 
chorus Which forms so effective 1 feature of 
the **Passion Play.’’ The play is full of dra- 
matie situations, and the action is so creat 
that ignorance of the Greek language does not 
niake it at all unintelligible. 

The two little daughters of (edipus were 
acted by Httle bovs, no members of the other 
sex, Of course, being admitted to these 
Harvard theatricals. Harvard boys have been 
quite given to amateurish stage performances 
and have given many “shows” that have 
called forth big audiences. A few years ago, 
some of them gave the comedy, *‘school,’’ a 
number of times at one of the city theaters, 


acting the parts of the frolicsome schovol- 7 


girlsin a manner quite irresistibly funny. 
In fact they have been quite famous, time 
out of mind, for enactmy the female charac- 
ter to perfection. 

Butso important and difheult 2 perform- 
ance aS that to-night has never before been 
attempted at Harvard, I think, and is of 
marked interest to a vreat many people. 

lL was at Memorial Hallthe other day to 
see the Harvard men eat their dinner. ‘This 
sounds a little odd, but itis really quite ¢ 
sight. Thereis a verv large Gul ofthe stud- 
ents—l don’t Know how manv hundreds of 
them—-not only from ithe academic 
department, but from the professional schools 
as Well, take their meals toycther in this 
splendid vreat Memorial Hall, with its grand 
stained glass windows and Leautiful archi- 
tecture. Eating in sucha place ought to be 
avery wsthetic sort of an affair:but it looked, 
after all, to be only an ordinary arrangement, 
enough of soup and ice cream, with the usual 
intermediat« courses. ‘Tables almost innu- 
merable tlledthe great hall, and to us, look- 
ing down from the loft balcony at one end of 
the hall, the hundreds of men who were busi- 
lyemployed in the important business be- 
fore them, and who were going in and out of 


' the hall, looked rather like the important and 
| industrious occupants of a lively ant-hill.

There are no end of funny stories apropos 
of these fellows who tryte go through col- 
lege **on cheek”? which never get into the 
press.

The Gambling Game From Which Italy 
Derives Revenue. 
Napies Letterto the Chicago Tribune. 

The Minister of Finance, Signor Magliani, 
in the course of his remarkably favorablte 
budget statement, last sunday, at Rome, ob- 
served: “Owing to the exceptionally large 
winnings of the public inthe game of Lotto, 
the Government disbursements last 
vear under that head exceeded by 
ies, 5,000,000, the normal  propor- 
tion of 58 per cent of the sums played.’’ At 
the first blush it may seem a little strange 
that the Government of reformed Italy should 
care to continue a game, the profits of which 
are simply derived from the ignorance and 
miserv of the lower classes. Experience, 
however, has unfortunately proved that the 
people of this country are very unwilling to 
pay anything to the Governmentin the way 
of direct taxation. Hence, this indirect, or, 
to speak more correctly, this voluntary tax, 
whicb was first brought out in Genoa about 
the middJe of the seventeenth century, has 
heen continued from one set of rulers to an- 
other, and has alwavs been found the most 
protitable of the various imposts levied by 


the State. The gross income annually derived | 


fron the Lotto is somewhere from fes. 
s0, 000,000 to foes. 100,000,000, If we deduct 
from this 58 per cent of the winnings, « per 
cent for the sums paid the ticket sellers and 
fes, 1,000,400 for the expenses of manage- 
ment, we tind that the Government derives a 
net revenue of from fes. 27,000,000 to fes, 
34.000,000 from the fifty-two drawings a year 
at.

The Secretary of the Naples Administr:- 
tion, in which province there are more Loito 
payers than anywhere elseinthe kingdom, 
was vood é¢nough to offer me every fac:tity 
for witnessing the drawing, which takes 
place every Saturday afternoon. in the spa- 
cious courtvard of the Palezzo del Lottu in 
this citv. Inthe winter the drawings take 
place at 3p.m., but, commencing with last 
Saturday. the 2d of April. the public in this 
city are allowed to invest until 2:59 p.m., 
and the drawing takes place at» o’ciock. The 
reason forthe books being closed consider- 
ably before the bour of drawing is to enable 
the matrices of all the registers to be depos- 
ited at the main office, say, at latest, half 
an hour before the drawing. They are 
there securely locked up in the archives 
hy the authorities, and remain under 
lock and = key untfl the following 
Wednesday. By that time the various ticket- 
sc Hers throughout the district are supposed 
to have bad time to send in their reports of 
winnings, and these are then compared with 
the respective matrices. All winnings below 
fvs. 1,000 are usually disbursed by the ticket- 
sellers a few hours after the drawing; but 
when the sum exceeds fes, 1,000 the winter

which then reaches bim in the shape of a 
check from the Government—with the usual 
deduetion of 18.2 reent for income tax. 
The registers meted +. for three months fn the 


ercbives, andthe winner who within tint 


period has not claimed his prize forfeits ail 
right thereto. The strictest possible rules 
prevail in regard to the ticket-sellers, as anv 
one Can see that, were they allowed to retain 
the registers until after the drawing, there 
would be a pretty large proportion of win- 
nings—in this province atleast.

Di Matia actually cashed severat hundred 
thousand francs in winnings: ere 
the management, struck the 
magnitude of Ins zains, investigated the 
matter. In Turinthe same fraud was prac- 
ticed; andin the Province of Milan, before 
the telezraph was established, a few know- 
ing ones in townships and villages formed a 
company and had the Winning nunibers 
brought them by carrier-pigeons. -As they 
were cautious enough only to win compara:- 
tively smal] suis, their ingenious system of 
playing after knowing the result was only 
discovered after each of the partners had ac- 
cumulated 2% handsome competence. Now 
this is no longer possible, as every country 
oitice has to have its registers deposited x 
the head ojfice by noon on Saturday. 

Apart from collusion with the ticket- 
sellers and the employes in the archives, the 
only possible frand that can be practiced is 
by manipulating the egg-shaped urn whence 
the drawings takes place. The urn, with its 
ninety compartments, each containing one 
Wumber, is open to the publie, and each 
number, before being deposited, is held up 
to the guze of the gaping crowd always 4s- 
sembled to witness the drawing. Besides 
the Lotto managers, there «re also present 
representatives of the Syndic or Mayor, the 
Prefect and one or two other authorities: 
and each one of these receiving, as he «does, 
fes. 20 for his pains, bas to handle the re- 
spective numbers in full view of the public. 
After the first ten numbers have been de- 
posited a urn is viven to ir the 
handle of the urn, so that they are 
all seattered pell-mell, and, beimg rolled 
up in parchment, of course it is impossible 
to recognize one number from another. The 
Saine process is aone through after the inser- 
tion of the second ten, the third ten and so on 
tili the magic ninety is reached. Then the 
apparatus is closed, afinal turn is given to 
the handle and a small boy from the orphan 
asylum, with bis eves bandaged and bis 
right arm bare, is led forward and made to 
draw five numbers trom the urn. As each 
number appears itis held up to the erowd, 
then divested of its envelope and placed with- 
in view of all. This operation, for which the 
orphan !ad, like his superiors, receives fes.

Which has no national drama. Among the 
people who have produced Corneille, Racine, 
and the vreater Moliere, Talma and Ravrhe!, 
the draina is an exotic. French tragedy is 
Greck; French comedy is Spanish. What- 
ever is not Spanish in French comedy is not 
dramatic, athough it may be comie; Whatever, 
ix not Greek in French travedy is neither tras- 
ic por dramatic. Other civilized peoples, 
notably the English, have a drama which is 
strongly marked with national traits, Which 
hax been developed by the hands of 
crenius from rude, indigenous werms, 
and which, although movtitied externally in 
its perfected strenzth, or in its decay by the 
influence of other scboo}s, still retains its 
national form and spirit. But France, under 
the pernicious intuence of its Academy, and 
of that suckling Aeademy, the Hotel Ramn- 
bouillet, cast aside as jarbarous the erude, 
chaotic plays of orizinal an L elemental stul)- 
stance, which she, like other nations, one 
possessed, and which vet had within thein 
the germs of anew and characteristic dra- 
matic literature, and deliberately assumed 
the position of an imitator.

THE FARM. 


The Timber Supply Decreasing— 
Pioneers Not Dairymen. 


The Angora Goat—Industrial Notes— 
Household Recipes. 


It is estimated that atthe present rate of 
consumption there is barely timber enough 
now standing within the domain ofthe Unit- 
ed States to last eleven years, The great for- 
ests of the landare giving way to the work- 
man’s axe, and there is no commensurate ef- 
fort to provide for future supply, Farmers 
and land owners are entirely too lavish of 
their woods, selling their tanbark, stave and 
timber trees, etc., at less than their intrinsic 
worth, and taking no pains to preserve them 
intact for themselves or the future. Our 
legislators, both State and National, neglect 
to provide protective statutes, sothat where 
there are sections of Government land altern- 
ating with railroad reservations, the corpora- 
tions sometimes stimulate the stealing or tim- 
ber for their own use by their land custom- 
ers. Ifthere were half the solicitude dis- 
played by the powers that be to care for the 
timbee trees of the country that there is to 
discharge the public debt at the earliest pos- 
sibJe day, posterity would have greater cause 
to feel thankful to our present generation of 
statesmen, 

WHY PIONEERS ARE NOT DAIRYMEN, 

Attirst thought it appears strange that the 
earlv settiers of thejprairies inthe Far West do 
not epgayve in dairying. Buta consideration 
of their ciscumstances will show why they do 
not. Tbey are generally very poor. ‘They 
have ordinarily no money with which to pur- 
chase Jand. They obiain it under the home- 
stead act. To procure money to erect build- 
ings and fences they are obliged to raise corn 
and «mall grain~ and to send them to market. 
For several years after they are located on a 
place they find it difficult tocbtain sufficient 
money to make improvements and to pur- 
vbase tools and machinery with which to do 
their work. They keep but a limited amount 
of stock. <A team is required to plow, anda 
few cows are needed to vive milk for supply- 
ing the wants of the family. But they nave 
not the money to purchase dairy cows or to 
erect and operate cheese and butter factories. 
Having become accustomed to the production 
of corn and small grains, they continue to 
raise them after they have improved their 
farms. Thev now gradually give up selling 
They buy and raise cattle and 

iogs, and feed their cornto them. As their 
means increase thev improve their stock, and 
have better steers and hogs to sell. 

Capita) is required for extensive dairying 
inthe portions of the West where land is 
cheap. The land ean be obtafned at very 
cheap rates, but money is needed to purchase 
cows, to erect and furnish buildings, and for 
working capital. A company organized like 
the one it is proposed to form in Canada 
would furnish the money as well as the labor 
required. If rightly conducted it could not 
failto pay lurge dividends, while the capital 
would be constantly increasing with the rise 
of property. Farmers who are accustomed 
to dairviny and who who would be satisfied 
with a good living and moderate gains would 
he vreatly benetined bv joining such an asso- 
Clation. They would be free from most of 
the privations incipent to life on the frontier. 
They would have pleasant companionship 
2nd most of the advantaves afforded in an 
old settled community. The history of dai- 
rying ip this country shows that the business 
is conducive to intelligence, industry and 
vood habits. There are vast sections of land 
in Nebraska, lowa, Minnesota and Dacotah 
that are admirably adapted to dairying on a 
lerve scale. QOutside the portions that could 
be devoted to raising food for milch cows are 
Vesttracts that could be emploved for rais- 
ing calveetokeep up the dairy herds. The 
cirelutostance that cows designed for milkers 
could be raisedin tbe vicinity of the dairy 
fayms would render the business of dairying 
more protitable than in those parts of the 
country where it is necessary to procure 
miiking stock from a distance. 

SOWING SEEDS IN WINDY WEATHER, 

To sow light seeds, especially timothy, in 
Windy weather, and have the seed fall evenly 
disiributed over the whole surface, is a most 
Qiflieult task, if pursued in the ordinary wav. 
A perfect calm is seldum found, and when 
found is of short duration, and totake ad- 
vantage of itis sometimes difficult. It is of- 
ten desirable that seed should pe sown ata 


certain time to get the benetit of approaching 
| 


reins, or While the soil is fresh and in proper 


condition. Broadcast sowing is often attempt- 
_edin windy weather, but generally with poor 
' success, the seed coming up more or less 
streaked. ionce sowed asmall tield in a gale 
| of wind by sowing across with the wind, and 
| walking bach without sowing. 


I found it te- 
dieus work, but the seed came up evenly. 

1 have since practiced a different plan with 
equally good results, and less laborious. It 
is to sow around the field, using four stakes, 
one ateachcorner. [n this way I ean vary

without much extra labor. It is necessary 
to throw a little harder and take a little nar- 
rower land when walking against the wind. 
MISTAKES IN BUILDING BARNS. 
Unquestionably the strenuous advocates of 
warm barns and stables bave, in some in- 
stances, **huilded’? worse “‘than they knew.” 
They have constructed buildings for the pro- 
tection of horses, cattle, sheep, and swine 
that were always impervions to air and mois- 
ture. Inshutting out the snow and wind 
they arranged to shut in the foul air exhaled 
by animals, as we!! as the moisture rising 
from their bodies. In some cases they placed 
stock in basement ce!lars where the sunlight 
eould not enter and from which the foul air 
In other eases they located 


prevented trom freezing by the earth about it 
on all sides except the top. They made no 
provisions for ventilation, and rendered 
cJeanliness impracticable. Of course barns 
constructed like these caused injurious 
results. Animals long contined in 
heecame delicate and very — Ssts- 
ceptible to colds and more iniurious diseases, 
Similar mistakes have been made in the con- 
struction of buildings for the protection of 
But these badly constructed 
burns and houses, with all the injurious ef- 


| fects they have produced, offered no argu- 


ment against the advisability of affording 
protection to beasts and men. ‘They simply 
show that common sense Should be consulted 
in the construction of buildines for protect- 
inganimals and their owners. That many have 
cone to great extremes in keeping animals in 
close continement during the winter is also 
certain. Fresh air and abundant exercise 
sre essential to the welfare of stock in win- 
teras wellas during the warmer seasons of 
the year. Ifthe weather is warm and pleas- 
ant, animals of all kinds will do better out of 
doorsif the building in which they are kept 
at other times is tbe most suitable that can 
be constructed. No amount of pratection 
will compensate for the loss of sunlight. No 
substitute can be found for exercise in the 
open air. 
THE ANGORA GOAT. 

The Angora goatis a species of the com- 
mon zoat, which, like the shebe (genus avis), 
and in fact all our domestic animals, exists 
in great variety. The Angoras, Mr. Editor, 
take their name fromthe Asiatic district in 
which they abound in a state of nature. They 
do not require so much attention, during the 
winter especially, as sheep and other farm 
stock Go, except in one particular, viz: they

nor, but 1 think the best is the 
full blooded Angora. ‘They eat most every- 
thing that will grow upon tbe farm, anc 
when Winter comes they require nothing but 
the hay which the sheep will not eat. An- 
goras are very hardy, andif there any @iders, 
briers, ironwoouds, etc., upon the farm, they 
will killthem. They also produce long fine 
wool in abundance, which will bring a fair 
price in any market. ‘Those who do not wish 
to raise a large flock for their woo! should by 
ulj means keep afew to prevent diseases 
umong their horses. I have had six on my 
farm for the last six or seven years, and [ 
never have had a sick horse sinee I pur- 
chased them.

THE TOMATO PLANT AND CUT WORM. 

The festive cut worm will make his annual 
eall about these days. Heis more voracious 
than select in his feeding. The tender clover 
plant, or young corn, or even the rank tomato 
plant, serves to fill bis maw. Heis as clumsy 
as be is wasteful, and here is his weak place. 
When you setoutthe tomato plants, Mr, 
Comstock says, if a little mound of earth, the 
size of a coffee cup is made arcund the tomato 
plant, the great lubber can not crawl up hill 
to the tender stalk. The Country Gentieman 
suggests wrapping a piece of brown paper 
around the plant at the time of transplanting. 
This method isa good one, and can be applied 
tosweet potato plants as well.

Agricultural Notes. 


The weight of a barrel of flour is based 
upon the English unit of weight knownas a 
“stone.” There are fourteen pounds ina 
stone and fourteen stones in a barrel of flour. 
Thatis why a barrel of flour weighs 196 
pounds. 

Matthew Crawford statesin an exchange 
that the destruction of tomato piants by the 
cut-worm may be avoided by making a com- 
pact mound of earth about the plants, as 
large as an inverted teacup, the cut-worm 
being unable to climb. Another way, which 
we have long practiced, is to Wrap around the 
stem, if the cut-worm is feared, a few inches 
of paper, or a large green leaf of any kind, 
before drawing the earth around it. They 
will not take the trouble to gna@w through the 
paper or leaf. 

The English Agricultural Gazette remarks 
that hundreds of farins in the United King- 
hom have herds of milking Storthorns. They 
are not usually registered, for, being bred for 
everyday use, a recorded pedigree is not es- 
sential to secure sales at fair paying prices. 
It was from the best of such herds that, 
abouta century ago, the Collings and other 
enlightened breeders chose those animals 
Which were subsequently recorded with their 
produce inthe British Herd Book, and made 
the foundation of what are now called the 
thoroughbred shorthborns. 


A yentleman who has had some experience 
at onion raising writes the Maine Farmer 
that he leveled off a place twenty feet square, 
where a cow had been yarded, and spread on 
ita bushel or more of wood ashes, and mixed 
them in with a hoe and rake. He planted in 
rows ten inches apart, and in hills about one- 
half that distance, pressing it hard with a 
board upon which be stood. When the 
onions came up he gave them a good supply 
of water that had been made tepid from 
standing in the sun, and that was all satura- 
ted with new manure. The result was twen- 


ty bushels of tine onions, and no bugs or | 


worms. Onions should be planted early.

Industrial Rtems. 


Mr. Mulford Dorion has a terrapin farm on 
the shore of Mobile Bay, about thirty miles 
from MobwWe. About three acres are fenced 
With strong pilings. Twocanals supply the 
inclosure with salt water, which flows into a 
number of ditches ten feet wide and one hun- 
dred feetlong. The sand thrown out of the 
ditches is used by the terrapins to sun them- 
selvesandas a placeto lay their eggs. In 
winter the terrapins remain imbedded in the 
mud of the ditches without touching a mor- 
selof food. The present number of terra- 
pins is from 20,000 to 50,000, and three or 
four years from now the number will be 
hard to calculate. it costs abuvut 41 per doz- 
zen per season to feed them, and they sell 
for $8 to $18 per dozen in New York. 

A French journal saysthst if chloride of 
lime be spread on the soiljor near plants, in- 
sects and vermin will not be found nearthem. 
By its means plants will be easily protected 
froan the insect plagues by simply brushing 
over their steams « solution of it. [t has often 
been noticed thata patch of land which has 
heen treated in this way remains religiously 
respected by grubs, while the unprotected 
beds around are literally devastated. Fruit 
trees muy be suarded from the attacks of 


grubs by attaching to their trunks pieces of | 


tow smeared with amixture of hog’s iard, 
and auts and grubs already in possession will 
rapidly vaoate their position.  Butterfles, 
wgain, will avoid all plants whose leaves have 
been sprinkled over with lime water.

represent 6,000 head of cattle, valued at }50,- 
000 per annum. 


London papers are noticing a new Ameri- 
can product in the English markets, and, as 
it threatens no competition with anything 
raised at home. they seem disposed to vive 
the new-comer a hearty welcome. The Pail 
Mall Gazette savs: A trial box of Florida 
oranges, dispatched from Jacksonville, Fla., 
to this city, arrived in prime condition after 
a journey of three weeks. Only thre2 oran- 
ges were damaged en route. The enperi- 
ment is likely to be repeated ona larger scale, 
and before leng it is quite possible a thriving 
fruit trade may spring up between England 
and the Southern States. The supply of 
oranges in Florida is almost inexhaustible; 
their quality is said to be much finer than 
those from the Mediterranean, and if once 
the trade was established the time of transit 
would be materially reduced. 

Two young girls of Frostburg, Pa., for the 
past four vears have had control of a farm of 
about 1t0 acres. They have plowed, sowed, 
reaped, built fences, raised hogs and per- 
formed the other countless duties incident to 
a pastoral life. In addition to their ontside 
duties, the cure of a widowed and invalid 
mother has been a tax on their energies. One 
of the ladies is a shoemaker, and all work of 
that kind used by the family is executed by 
her. The house in whichthev live is large 
und roomy, yet these two virl-—whose axes, 
by the way, are 22 and 2U—have made all the 
carpet, and rminde it well, too, painted a num- 
ber of farm scenes and tasiails portraits in 
oil, and filled up the otherwise vacant spots 
With waxwork, etc. Besides, the fact that 
they are good musicians and that they never 
shock your refined ear with ungrammiatical 
remarks is also notewortby. 


Houschold Recipes. 

SouR MILK CAKE.—Beat together I cup of 
sugar, ‘2 cup butter and-I egg. Addl cup of 
sour milk with 1 even teaspoon of soca 
stirred intoit. Then add 2 cups of sifted 
flour, a half cup of chopped raisins and spice 
to taste. 

Loa¥r CikE.—Beat together 2 cups white 
sugar, 1 scant cup butter, + eggs and % tea- 
spoons baking powder. Adda cup of sweet 
milk and then gener beat in 3 heaping 
cups of flour. Sprinkte a little powdered 
sugarover the top of the cake before baking. 


APPLE JELLY.— Make a syrup of a pound 
of sugar, putting in sufticient water to dis- 
solve it. When boiled enough lay in it the 
peeled and cored halves of some large sour 
apples. Letthem simmer till tender, then 
lay them carefuily in a dish so that they will 
remain unbroken andin good shape. Add 
another pound of sugar tothe syrup, let it 
boil, skim itand when partly cool pour it 


each dainty piece of apple will be surround- 
ed by a delicious jelly. Eat with creain. 

GREEN GOOSEBERRIES FOR TARTS.—Fill 
very clean, dry, wide-necked bottics with 
vooseberries picked the same day, im dry 
weather, and just before they have attained 
full their size. Wrap a little hay 
round each bottle, ad set them up 
their necks in a boiler of cold 
water, Which should be brought very gradu- 
ally to boil; alittle bay must be putin the 
bottom of the boiler, and the bottles tixed 
firmly. Letthe fruit simmer gently until it 
appears shrunken and perfectly scalded, then 
take outthe bottles, and fillup as many as 
you can quite full with some of the 
cooked gooseberries — it is gener- 
ally necessary to sacrifice one of the bottles 
in doing this, taking care not to break the 
fruit. Directiy the bottles are full of goose- 
berries, pour boiling water into the bottles 
up to the brims, else they will mildew. ‘Lie 
bladder over the tops immediately, and keep 
the bottlesina dry, cool place. When the 
eooseberries are used, pour off the greater 
part of the water, and add the same sugar as 
for fresh fruit, of which they oughtto have 
the same flavor and appearance. Prepared 
in this way, gooseberries are perfectly whole- 
some, an@will keep until the fruit comes in 
avain. 

Portugal’s Bloodless Bull-Fights. 

Lizzie W. Champney in June Harper. 

A vortugese bull-fight is a very different 
affair from the disgusting and brutal nation- 
al sport of Spain. The Portugese are a hu- 
mane people: and though the spectacle Was 
originally conducted in Spanish style, It was 
not long popular, and now neither bulls nor 
horses are killed, and the bull-tighters run 
very little risk, as cylinders ending on wood- 
en knobs cover the animal’s horns, and it ean 
only inflict a knock-down blow, instead of 
pierciny and tearing. The honor of this re- 
form is Que to Pembal, who intereceded with 
Joseph I., and induced him to discontinue 
the sport in the murderous Spanish style on 
the oceasion of the death of the Count d’Arcos 
in an amateur buil-fight. It is related that 
when the father of the young Count, the 
aved Marquis Mirialva, Grand Chamberlain 
of the King, saw his son fall, he threw him- 
self intothe arena and killed the bull with 
his dress sword; and that Pombal remarked 
totbe King that the life ofa bull was not, 
after all,a fair equivalent for that ofthe 
Count d’Arcos. Pombal’s administration 
was sowed thick with reforms which have 
blossomed sinee, though received coldly at 
thetime. The limiting the power of the in- 
quisition, the abolition of slavery and the ex- 

ulsion of the Jesuits are all due to Pombal. 

‘ew ministers can show a more energetic 
record than this. To an amateur of the 
combat of the Spanish aceidama the Portu- 
guese exbibition must seem  remarkab/y 
tame and insipid, while, looked at from a 
rational, common-scnse standpoint, they are 
indeed **singular exbibitions of imbecility on 
the part of all conecerned.”’ Butthe Lisbon- 
ese revel in the sport: the risks are stil} sulfli- 
ciently exciting to stir the blood, and the dis- 
play, especially whenthe perfarmance is an 
amateur one, and the young men taking part 
belong to the nobility, is very brilliant. Then 
the arena is handsomely decorated, the cos- 
tumes of the performers are of velvet and 
satin, the horses are the linest in the king- 
dom, and the feats of horsemanship display- 
ed rival those of the circus. Rovalty honors 
the scene by attendance, and the beauty and 
fashion of Lisbon shine in = full 
opera cress in the. upper boxes, 
their white elbows resting on richly 
embroidered silk shawls which drape the front 
of the boxes in graceful folds. ‘The compan- 
ionship of prize-tighters and pugilistie skill 
of this description are not considered un- 
worthy the most elecant and accomplished 
Portuguese nolde. Princess Rattazzi, in her 
recently published and = greativ censured 
“Portugala Vol d’Oiseau,’? speaks of the 
Marquis of Castel Melhor, the iast descend- 
ant of an ancient family, and after praising 
his refinement and cultivation, remarks: “lu 
the bull-fights organized by amateurs he 
shone in the tirst rank as horseman, and in- 
-erted the farpas with an art and dexterity 
which awakened frantic applause and secur- 
ed bim great popularity. This ciretmstance 
added to the regrets caused by his death. It 
was not only a lossto elegant society, it Was 
felt by the people themselves.”
